With the improvements to- 
day, in which 92 kms from 
Beersheba southwards and 46 
from Eilat northwards are in 
first-class condition with an- 
other 36 kms. south of Ma ale 
Atzmaut aspnalted, though 
some surfaces are still class- 
able as “very bad.“ and with 
only about 70 kms. unpaved. 
a jeep can save over an hour 
of travelling time from Eilat 
to Beersheba compared to 
just three months ago.
